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REMARKS 

Claims 24-45 are pending and rejected in this application. The specification and claims 
24, 34, 36, 37, 43 and 44 are amended hereby. 

Responsive to the objection to the disclosure, AppUcants have ajnended the specification 
to insert a reference to the parent case and that the parent case is now abandoned. Accoidingly, 
Applicants submit that the specification is now in allowable form. 

Responsive to the objection to claims 34 and 36 due to informalities, Applicants have 
amended claims 34 and 36 as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, AppUcants submit that 
claims 34 and 36 are now in allowable form and respectfully request that the objection thereto be 
withdrawn. 

Responsive to the rejection of claims 24-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph with an 
indication that the specification is enabling but does not provide for an enablement for application 
using farms of applicators other than curtain coating applicators, AppHcants respectfidly traverse 
the rejection and submit that daims 24-36 are in condition for allowance. AppUcants are required 
to disclose in the specification an enabUng embodiment of the invention, which the Examiner has 
indicated has been done and there is no requirement that each and every limitation provided in the 
. specification be reflected in tiie claims. Since the method of the present invention can be earned 
out with curtain applicators, which is shown in the figures and disclosed in the specification. 
Applicants have met their requirement to provide a specification that has a written description of 
invention, which provides the mamier and process of maldng and using the invention in a best 
mode embodiment Furtiier, AppUcants submit that there is no requirement for AppHcants to 
disclose other fonns of flying an application medium other than the best mode that is disclosed 
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in the sp6cij5cation. For the foregoing reasons, Applicants submit that claims 24-36 are in 
condition for allowance, for tihie reasons stated above, which is hopeby respectfully requested. 

Responsive to the rejection of claims 34^ 43 and 44 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragr^h, Applicants have amended claims 34, 43 and 44 to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which is regarded by Applicants as the inventioa SpeoilBically claim 34 
has been amended to provide proper antecedent basis for the temi first curtain applicator unit. 
Further, claims 43 and 44 were each amended to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter of the invention, by positively reciting the graphic paper and cardboard. For the 
foregoing reasons. Applicants submit that claims 34, 43 and 44 are now in condition for 
allowance, which is hereby respectfully requested. 

Responsive to the rejection of claims 24-34, 36-38 and 41-45 under 35 U,S,C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,230,743 (Nakamura et al.), Applicants have amended 
daim 24 and submit that daims 24-34, 36-38 and 41-45 are now in condition for allowance, 

Nakamura et aL disclose a process for producing pressure sensitive copying paper (Figs. 3 
and 4) using coating solution 1 containing microcapsules as a main component A wind shielding 
plate 1 1 is placed upstream of the contact area so that the free feU of Ae material reaches web 9 
without being disturbed (column 4, lines 8-5S). The coating apparatus shown in Fig. 4 has a first 
coating apparatus and a second coatmg apparatus positioned subsequent to the first coating 
apparatus in the direction of flow of web 9. Web 9 goes thrxyugh a first curtain and a second 
curtain flow as it proceeds in the direction of the arrow shown on web 9 of Fig. 4. The second 
coating layer is formed on the first coating layer while the first coating layer is in an undxied state 
(colximn 7, lines 1-50). 

In contrast, claim 24, as amended, recites in part: 
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fonning a tnressure difFerenttal in a stsace between said first curtain and said second 
curtajg. said pressure differential being relative to an ambient atmospheric 
pressure. 

(Empbasis added). Applicants submit that such an inventioa is neither taught, disclosed nor 
suggested by Nakamura et al. or any of the other cited references, alone or in combination, and 
include distinct advantages thereover. 

Nakamma et al, disclose a process for producing pressure srasitive copying paper 
inchiding a coating solution that contains microcapsules of a main compon^tit. However, 
Nakamura et al* fails to disclose, teach or suggest a pressure differential space between a first and 
second curtain of falling media- While Nakam.ura et al. does show two curtain applicators in Fig. 
4, the space is unbounded and a pressure differential from the ambient atmospheric pressure 
. between the two curtains would not be possible to achieve. Ili»efore> Nakamura et al. and any of 
the other cited references, alone or in combination^ fail to disclose, teach or suggest the step of 
forming a pressure differential in a space between a first curtain and a second curtain, the pressure 
differential being relative to the ambient atmospheric pressure, as recited in claim 24. 

Applicants' invention has distinct advantages in that a vacuum or a positive pressure is 
provided between the first and second curtains. If a vacuum is produced, the separation of the 
first application medium curtain fix>m a guide doctor is accong)lished. Further, the wetting of the 
top coat on apre-coat is improved The use of a positive prrasure between the first and second 
curtains causes the pre-coat to be anchored in a superior manner on the moving material web and 
both cortains are stabilised, with the positive pressure reducing the tendency for the material to 
flutter. For all the foregoing reasons. Applicants submit that claun 24, and claims 25-34, 36-38 
and 41 -45 depending therefrom, are now in condition for allowance, whidh is hereby respectfully 
requested. 
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Claim 35 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as bding uupatejitable ovot 
Nakamuia et al. and in furflier view of U.S. Patent No, 5,192,592 (Shay), However, claim 35 
depends from claim 24, and claim 24 has been placed in condition for allowance for the reasons 
given above. Accoidingly, Applicants submit that claim 35 is now in condition for allowance, 
which is hereby respectfully requested. 

Claim 39 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakamuia et al and in further view of U.S. Patent No. 3,632,374 (Qreiller). However, claim 39 
depends from claim 24, and clam 24 has been placed in conditiott for allowance for the reasons 
given above. Accoidingly, Applicants submit that claim 39 is now in condition for allowance, 
whidj is hereby respectfully requested. 

Claim 40 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as beirg uiq)atenlable over 
. Nakamura et al. and in further view of U.S. Patent No. 5,136,970 (Saito et al.). However, claim 
40 depends from claim 24, and claim 24 has been placed in condition for allowance for die 
reasons given above. Accordingly, Applicants submit that claim 40 is now in condition for 
allowance, which is h^by req)ectfully requested. 

For the fore^)ing reasons. Applicants submit that the pending claims are definite and do 
particularly point out and distinctly claim tihe subject matter which Applicants regard as the 
invention. Moreova, Applicants submit Uiat no combinatiott of the cited references teaches, 
discloses or suggests the subject matter of the amended daims. The pending claims are therefore 
in condition for allowance, and Anplicgnts respectfully request withdrawal of all rejections and 
allowance.of the claims.
